AlUiougb war 
has doviistutod sevoral portions of tho 
old and new world— although robollion 
and sedition have raised tboir gaunt 
and bideous ibrras in divers places, 
and droughts, opidoinics, panics nnd 
famine have bold cruel sway in various 
pia-ts of tho uuivcrao, it is, novorthoh 
less, a gratifying fact that peace has 

^ ''also been winning her victories, and 
tho year 1866 can lay claim to the 
greatest soientifio acbievoinont the 
world has over witnessed. Of the 
nations who have risked their desti- 
nies on the battle field and won a re- 
nown ihat will outlive time itself, the 

^ name of Prussia deserves to bo first 
inscribed on the roll of fame. Neither 
anoioQt nor modern history can 
furnish a parallel to the oelo- 
bratod . ten days' campaign in Ger- 
many. Bore were Austria and Prusi 
iSiaj two powers pluming; themsolvcs 

* on their groat military prowess, with 
largo and v;ell disciplined armies — 
considered nuoiorically and physically 
equal — confident in their own might, 
dotibcralely agreeing to differ and 
Botllo their difforoncea by force of 
V arms, and in less than two wocIjb 
after striking the first blow, victorious 
Prussia had swept through Central 
and Lower Germany like an avalanche, 
and Austria finding herself complotoly 
worsted in battle, and tho conqueror 
at tho gates of her capital, is com- 
.peilod to sue for a burailiating though 
not a dishonorable peaco. The other 
. oountrfos at war during the year have 
I been Brazil and Paraguay, where 
desperate fighting still continues, 
success generally favoring the BraziK 
ians; Spain, Chile and Peru, and 
Enssia and Bokhara, added to which, 
have boon tho internal distsentions in 
Mexico, Central America, Obioa and 
Japan, tho rebellions in Jamaica and 
Candia, and the Fenian dcmon8tra« 
tiooH on tho Canadian border, all of 
which have been attended by more or 
lo3M bloodshed. In diaasiora and visi- 
tations tho year just closed hap. been 
unusually prolific. In India a fearful 
lainino, with its thousands upon thoun- 
ands of viciima ; in the States and 
Canada, tho terrible fires at Portland 
and Quebec; in England, the cattle 
disoaso and commercial panic and fail, 
nresj in tho Bahamas, tho dreadful 
■ hurricano at Turks Island ; and in Aus- 
tralia and tho Capo of Good JEIope^ 
severe droughts and general depression 
have sovorally produced intense suffer- 
ing.. In political matters the princii 
jjal movements have been tho estab- 
lishment of German unity on a firm 
and powerful basis consequent on the 
successes of tho Prussian arms in Cen- 
tral Eiiropo ; the achievement of Ital- 
i.ui independence by the cessation of 
Voiietia; tho collapse of tho Mexican 
Empire; tho wiUuirawal of French 
protection from Eomo ; tho change of 
iMi/iisiry in England; tho Ivopublican 
victories in tho United Stales; and 
tho progress of tho Confederation 
Hchorno in Canada and the Provinces. 
In science, we have to record the tri- 
umph of genius in tho successful 
Stretching of two Subniarino Cables 
across tho Atlantic— everhisling monu- 
ments to British skill aud American 
enterprise; the same enterprise that 
ia now rapidly pushing tho o!oi.trio wire 
through the wilds of British Col'imbia, 
Kassian America and Siberia, to oom^ 
ploto the tlootrio chain that before tho 
dawn of 1870 will girdle tho entire 
globe. Death during ilio year has 
boon busy in tho ranks of the great, 
and has visited o.'ownod heads, poton- 
tatos and notables, including among 
it.-i viciiinH, tho amiable Empress Car- 
lutta of .Mexico, iho Tycoon of Japan 
and America's great soldier General 
Soon. Two other crowned heads, 
Alexander of Bucsia, Francis Josoi)h, 
of Ausu ia, and Prussia's great stales- 
luiui, Uininarck, but for the warding 
oil' ol tlio as-a^sin's blow, would have 
been added lo ilie fatal list. Kuch are, 
perliaps, the main inoidonls ot tho 
past year that have transpired in the 
outer world, and from which we have 
excluded all inonlion of an event that 
vitally allecis tho interests of this por- 
tion of ller .Maji;..ty'H dominions — tho 
coiiHuiniiiali<jn of Union. There are 
Honio who are inclined to forbodo 
nothing but evil from ibis oocurrenoe, 
but tbey are few, and after the 
Hohoine has boon in operation for a 
year, ibis small minority will perceive 
with tho rest of the Colonihls ibat the 
only foasi bio m ans ol dragging tho 
two Colonies out of the " slough of 
(lusjiond " is by making their hitherto 
C3(jn:liciing interests identical, ar.d less- 
oning the burdens of tho peopJo, by 
bubstituting one cheap form ol Gov- 
ernment lor two useless and ox« 
ftirayagaht odob.
